WHAT HE CAN RECOMMEND 


A Stable Currency Should Be 
Provided, 


And Money That the World Will 
Recognize. 


Tariff Reform Not of so Much 
Importance. 


A BRIEF AND PITHY DOCUMENT. 


Proceedings in the Senate and House—Indi- 
cations of Speedy Action in Con- 
gress—The Union Pacific 
Sinking Fund. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—(By the 
Associated Prees.) President Cleve- 
land transmitted his message to Con- 
gress today. It is as follows: 
THE MESSAGE. 


To the Congress of the United States: 
The existence of an alarming and ex- 
traordinary business situation, involv- 
ing the welfare and prosperity of all 
our people, has constrained me to call 
tegether, in extra session, the people's 
representatives in Congress, to the end 
that. through the wise and patriotic 
exercise of legislature duty, with 
which they solely are charged, the 
present evils may be mitigated and the 
dangers threatening the future may be 
averted. 

Our unfortunate financial plight is 
not the result of untoward events, nor 
of conditions related to our natural 
resources, nor is it traceable to any of 
the afflictions which freauently check 
national growth and prosperity. With 
plenteous crops, with abundant prom- 
ise of remunerative production and 
manufacture. with unusual invitation 
to safe investment and with satisfac- 
tory assurance to business enterprise, 
suddenly financial distrust and fear 
have sprung up on every side—numer- 
ous moneyed institutions have sus- 
pended because abundant assets were 
not immediately available to meet the 
demands of frightened depositors. The 
surviving corporations and individuals 
are content to keep in hand the money 
which they are usually anxious to 
loan. and those engaged in legitimate 
business are surprised to find that the 
securities they offer for loans, though 
heretofore satisfactorv. are no longer 
accepted. Values supposed to be fixed 
are fast becoming conjectural, and loss 
and failure have invaded every branch 
of business. 

THE SHERMAN ACT. 

I believe these things principally 
chargeable to Congressional legislation 
touching the purchase and coinage of 
silver by the general government. 
This legislation is embodied na 
statute passed on the 14th day oPJuly, 
1890. which was the culmination of 
much agitation on the subiect involv- 
ed. and which may be considered a 
truce. after a long struggle, between 
the advocates of free silver coinage and 
those intending to be more conserva- 
tive. Undoubtedly the monthly pur- 
chases of the government of 4,500,000 
ounces of silver, forced under that 
statute. were regarded by those inter- 
ested in silver production as a certain 
guarantee of its increase in price. The 
result. however. has been entirely 
different. for. immediately following 
the spasmodic and slight rise, the 
price of silver began to fall after the 
passage of the act, and has_ since 
reached the lowest point ever known. 
This disappointing result has led to 
renewed and persistent effort in the 
direction of free silver coinage. Mean- 
while. not only are the evil effects of 
the operation of the present law con- 
stantly accumulating, but the result 
to which its execution must inevitably 
lead is becoming palpable to all who 
give the least heed to financial sub- 
jects. ; 

This law provides that in payment 
for 4.500.000 ounces of silver bullion 
which the Secretary of the Treasury 
is commanded to purchase monthly, 
there shall be issued treasury notes, 
redeemable on demand in gold or 
silver coin at the discretion of the 
Secretarv of the Treasury. and that 
said notes may be reissued. It is, 
however. declared in the act to be 
“the established policy of the United 
States to maintain the two metals 
upon a parity with each other upon 
the present legal ratio, or upon such 
ratio as maw be provided by law.” 
This declaration so controls the action 
of the Secretary of the Treasury as 
to prevent his exercising the discre- 
tion nominally vested in him. 

If by such action the parity between 
gold and silver may be _ disturbed, 
manifestly the refusal by the Secre- 
tary to pay these treasury notes in 
gold, if demanded, would necessarily 
result in their discredit and depreci- 
ation as obligations payable only in 
silver. and would destrov the parity 
between the two metals bv establish- 
ing a discrimination in favor of gold. 

BREAKING THE GOLD RESERVE. 

Up. to the 15th day of July, 1893, 
these notes had been issued in payment 
of silver bullion purchased to the 
amount of more than $147.000,000, while 
all but a very small quantity of this 
bullion remains uncoined and without 
usefulness in the treasurv. Many of 
the notes given in its purchase have 
been paid in gold. This is illustrated 
by the statement that between the lst 
day of May. 1892, and the 15th day of 
July, 1893, the notes of this kind is- 
sued in payment for silver bullion 
amounted to little more: than §54,000,- 
000. and that during the same period 
about $49.000,000 were paid by the 
treasury in gold for the redemption 
of such notes. 3 a 

The policy necessarily adopted of 
paying these notes in gold has not 
spared the gold reserve of $100,000,000 
long ago set aside by the government 


‘for the redemption of other notes, for | 


this fund has already 
to the payment of new obligations 
amounting tO about $150.900.000 on ac- 
count of sfitver purchases. and has as 
a consequence, for the first time since 


been subjected 


its ereation, been 


encroached upon. 
We have thus made the depletion of 
our gold easy, and have tempted other 
and more fappreciative nations to add 
it to theirietock: That the opportun- 
ity which we have offered has not 
been neglected is shown bv the large 


amounts of gold which have been re- 
cently drawn from our.treasury and 
exported to increase the $ financial 
strength of foreign nations. 

The excess of the exports of gold 
over its Imports for the vear ending 


$87.500,000. Between the tet day of 
July, 1890, and the 15th dav of July, 
1893, gold coin and bullion in our treas- 
ury decreased more than $132,000,000, 
while, during the same period, silver 
coin and bullion in the treasury in- 
creased more than $147.000.000. Unless 
government bonds are to be con- 
Stantly issued and sold to replenish 
our exhausted gold. only to be again 
exhausted. it is anparent that the 
operation of the silver purchase law 
now in force leads in the direction of 
the entire substitution of silver for 
gold in the government treasury, and 
this must be followed by the payment 
of all government obligations in de- 
preciated silver. 

At this stage, gold and silwwer must 
Part company, and the government 
must fail in its established policy to 
maintain the two metals on a parity 
with each other. Given over to the 
exclusive use of currency greatly de- 
preciated, according tothestandard of 
the commercial world. we could no 
longer claim a place among the na- 
tions of the first rank. nor could our. 
government claim the performance of 
its obligations, so far as such obliga- 
tion has been imposed upon it, to pro- 
vide for the use of the peonle the best 
and safest money. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S WEAKNESS. 

If, as many of its friends claim, 
silver ought to occupy a larger place 
in our currency, and the currency of 
the world through general interna- 
tional co-operation and agreement,, it 
is obvious that the United States will 
not be in a position to gain a hearing 
or favor such ;arrangement so long as 
we are willing to continue our at- 
tempt to accomplish the result single- 
handed. The knowledge in business 
circles among our own people that our 
government cannot make its faith 
equivalent to its intrinsic value nor 
keep inferior money on a parity with 
superior money by its own independ- 
ent..efforts, has resulted in such a 
lack of confidence at home in the 
stability of currency values that capi- 
tal refuses its aid to new enterprises, 
while millions are actually withdrawn 
from the channels of trade and com- 
merce to become idle and unproduc- 
tive in the hands of timid owners. 
Foreign investors, equally alert, not 
only decline to purchase American 
securities, but make haste to sacrifice 
those which they already have. 

It does not meet the situation to 
say that the apprehension in regard 
to the future of our finances is ground- 
less, and that there is no reason for 
a lack of confidence in the purposes 
or power of the government in the 
premises. The very existence of this 
apprehension a? lack of confidence, 
however Be‘. is a Menace which 
ought not for a moment to be disre- 
garded. Possibly if the “undertaking 
that we have in hand were the main- 
tenance of a specific known quantity 
of silver at a parity with gold our 
ability to do so might be estimated 
and gauged, and, perhaps, in view of 
our unparalleled growth and resources, 
might be favorably passed upon; but 
when our avowed endeavor is to main- 
tain such parity in regard to an 
amount of silver increasing at the 
rate of $50,000,000 yearly with no fixed 
termination to such jncrease, it can 
hardly be said that a problem is pre- 
sented whose solution is free from 
doubt. 

The people of the United States are 
entitled to a sound, stable currency, 
and to money recognized as such on 
every exchange and in every market 
of the world. Their government has 
no right to injure them by financial 
experiments opposed to the policy 
and practice of other civilized States, 
nor is it justified in permitting an 
exaggerated and unreasonable reli- 
ance on our national strength and 
ability to jeopardize the soundness of 
the people’s money. This matter rises 
above the plane of party politics. It 
vitally concerns every business and 
calling, and is of interest to every 
household in the land. 

THE WAGE-EARNER SUFFERS. 

There is one important aspect of the 
subject which especially should never 
be overlooked. At a time like the pres- 
ent, when the evils of unsound finance 
threaten us, the speculator may 4n- 
ticipate a harvest gathered from the 
misfortunes of others. The capitalist 
may protect himself by hoarding, or 
may even find a profit in the fluctua- 
tion of values, but the wage-earner, 
first to be injured by depreciated cur- 
rency and last to receive the benefit 
of its correction, is practically de- 
fenseless. He relies for work upon the 
ventures of confident and contented 
capital. This failing him, his condi- 
tion is without alleviation, for he can 
neither prey on the misfortunes of 
others nor hoard his labor. 

One of the greatest statesmen our 
country has known, speaking more 
than fifty years ago when the derange- 
ment of the currency had caused com- 
mercial distress, said: “‘The very man 
of all others who has the deepest in- 
terest in sound currency, and who 
suffers by any mischievous legislation 
in monetary matters, is the man who 
earns his daily bread by his daily toil.”’ 
These words are aS pertinent now as on 
the day they were uttered, and ought 
to impressively remind us that failure 
in the discharge of our duty at this 
time must especially injure those of 
our countrymen who labor, and who, 
because of their number and condi- 
tion, are entitled to the most watchful 
care of tHeir government. It is of 
the utmost importance that such re- 
lief as Congress can afford in the ex- 
isting situation be afforded at once. 
The maxim, “He gives twice who 
gives quickly,” is directly applicable. 

It may be true that the embarrass- 
ments from which the business of the 
country is suffering arise as much 
from the evils apprehended as from 
those actually existing. We may hope, 


too, that calm counsels will prevail, 
and that neither capitalists nor wage- 
earners will give Way to an unrea- 


soning panic, and sacrifice their prop- 
erty or their int-rests under the in- 
fluence of exaggerated fears. Never- 
theless, every day's delay in removing 
one of the plain and principal causes 
of the present state of things enlarges 
the mischief already done, and in- 
creases the responsibility of the gov- 
ernment for its existence. Whatever 
else the people have a@ right to expect 
from Congress, they May certainly de- 
mand that legisiation condemned by

Senator Dolph of Oregon gave notice 
that he would, after the morning busi- 
ness, address the Senate upon the 
subject of finance. 

Senator Lodge introduced a resolu- 
tion for a vote on the repeal of the 
silver purchase clause on the 22d in- 
stant. 

The credentials of George C. Per- 
kins, appointed by the Governor of 
California in place of the late Senator 
Stanford, were presented and read, 
and the oath of office was adminis- 
tered to the new Senator. 

A large number of petitions for and 
against the repeal of the Sherman 
act were presented and referred. Then 
it was announced that the introduc- 
tion of bills was in order. The first 
bill of the session was introduced by 
Senator Hill of New York. Its title 
was “To repeal certain sections of the 
act of July 14, 1890, the Sherman law.” 
It was referred without reading to the 
Committee on Finance. 

The next two bills were introduced 
by Senator Stewart of Nevada. Their 
titles were restore the right 
coinage” and “‘To supply the deficiency 
in the currency.’’ The latter bill was 
read in full. 

It directs the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to issue silver certificates equal 
in amount to the silver bullion in the 
treasury purchased under the act of 
July 14, 1890, in excess of the amount 
necessary at its coinage value to re- 
deem treasury notes issued under that 
act and to use the same to provide for 
any deficiency in the revenues of the 
government, the surplus of such certi- 
ficates to be used in the purchase of 4 
per cent. bonds at their market price, 
not exceeding 12 per cent. premium. 

Senator Stewart said that he desired 
to call the atention of the Finance 
Committee to the latter bill. Its pur- 
pose was to give immediate relief. His 
bill provided, he said, for issuing $100,- 
000,000 of treasury notes to pay for 
bonds to be deposited by the banks as 
security for notes. The notes could 
be afterwartl retired with bonds. That 
would give about $150,000,000 of an in- 
crease in currenc$y and would give im- 
mediate relief. 

The Senate should not delay action 
when the country was in such a state 
of panic. It would be unpatriotic 
for any man to get up a discussion 
now, but the silver men did not be- 
lieve that they could allow the Sher- 
man act to be repealed, because they 
believed that that would be the end of 
silver coinage forever. They could 
not agree to that, but they did not 
want to be put in the position of con- 
tending against what was absolutely 
necessary at the present time. He 
was in favor of any temporary measure 
that would give relief, and, in the 
meantime, the discussion of the whole 
financial question could go on. At the 
close of Senator Stewart's remarks his 
bill was referred to the Committee on 
Finance. 

Senator Hale of Maine offered a reso- 
lution fixing the hour of daily meeting 
of the Senate after tomorrow at 11 
o'clock. He said the President had 
very aptly, and in no uncertain tone, 
given business to the Senate and 
House to attend to, and had quoted 
the maxims: “He gives twice who gives 
quickly.”’ His object in offering the 
resolution was to strengthen the Presi- 
dent’s hands by increasing the length 
of the working day, thus decreasing 
the number of days that must elapse 
before the adoption of the legislation 
which the President recommended. 

If the Senate were to take a yote 
on August 22, as proposed by Senator 
Lodge, and which he thought two- 
thirds of the Republican Senators. 
would favor. 10 o'clock would be a 
better hour to meet than 11. But he 
was willing to let it stand at 11. He 
did not propose to have a vote taken 
upon it now, but would move its 
reference to the Committee on Finance. 
He hoped the Committee on Finance 
would get together tomorrow and re- 
port a joint resolution repealing the 
purchase clause of the Sherman act, 
so that the Senate could get to work 
upon it Thursday. 

Senator Gorman resented Senator 
Hale’s remarks as being made to gain 
a partisan advantage. “It was small 
politics,”” he said, ‘“‘that had suggested 
the resolution.’’ The Senate dare not, 
as the Senator from Maine knew, dis- 
pose of such a question in haste. Sen- 
ators on both sides were divided in 
opinion as to the proper remedy to be 
applied. He trusted all Senators 
woyld rise above mere partisanship 
and would settle the question to the 
interests of the country. and he hoped 
nothing would be done on the Repub- 
lican side of the chamber to excite 
party feeling on the Democratic side. 

Senator Voorhees, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, sdid that that 
committee would be convened day 
after tomorrow. 

Several Republicans asked ‘‘Why not 
tomorrow ?”’ 
Senator Voorhees replied: “I shall 
issue a call tomorrow fvr the com- 
rniittee to meet” on Thursday to take~ 
up the great question as it must be 
taken up, far away from the speeches 
of chedp demagogues, such as we 
have heen listening to. The idea of deal- 
ing with the question in a hop, skip 
and jump style, suggested by the Sen- 
ator from Maine, is amazing in the 
Senate of the United States, particu- 
larly in the case of a Sentator who is 
now forward to undo what he has 

helped to do.

Hale's resolution and Senator Lodge's 
resolution both lying on the table till 
tomorrow, when they will again be 
laid before the Senate. 

Adjourned. 

HOUSE.—After the reading of the 
journal, the House took a recess until 
12:45 p.m., pending the receipt of the 
President's message, the joint commit- 
tee of the two houses having been un- 
avoidably delayed in the business of 
notifying the Chief Magistrate that 
Congress was organized and ready to 
hear from him. 

When the President's message was 
read, it was listened to with intense 
interest and in dead silence. There 
were a number of broad smiles on the 
Republican side at the President’s al- 
lusion to tariff reform as a secondary 
issue just at this time. At the conclu- 
sion of the reading, the message was 
only applauded by the Democrats, 

The Michigan election case was then 
taken up, and Messrs. Weadock, 
Springer, Brown, Heard and O'Farrell 
argued in favor of Mr. Richardson, Mr. 
Weadock stating that the action of the 
Supreme Court of Michigan was clearly 
without jurisdiction. 

Mr. Oates of Alabama said that the 
case was a difficult one to decide. Two 
members came from one district, each 
properly certified; the matter should 
not be disposed of in haste, and he sug- 
gested that the question be referred to 
the Committee on Elections, when ap- 
pointed. Mr. Dingley moved that the 
matter be referred to a special commit- 
tee of five members, with instruc- 
tions to report within ten days. 

Mr. Dingley’s motion was lost—139 
to 194. 

Then came a vote on the Republican 
resolution declaring Mr. Belknap en- 
titled to his seat on a prima facie case, 
and it was defeated—yeas, 114; nays, 
198. Mr. O'’Farrel’s resolution for the 
immediate swearing-in of Mr. Richard- 
son was agreed to without division, 
and Mr. Richardson came forward and 
qualified. 

On motion of Mr. Catchings, a resolu- 
tion was adopted authorizing the 
Speaker to appoint the committees on 
rules, accounts, enrolled bills and mile- 
age, with the membership to which 
they were entitled in the Fifty-second 
Congress, and referring the rules of 
that Congress to the Committee on 
Rules.

THtS PROSPECTS. 

Speedy Action in the House Without Refer- 
ence to Committees. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. §.—(By the As- 

sociated Press.) There are indications 
that the financial fight in Congress will 
begin at once, and will be fought toa fin- 
ish. It is already shown that nearly two 
thirds of the members of the House 
favor the question being settled in 
committee of the whole, without refer- 
ence to any other committee. 

Under the rules, the question would 
have to first go to the Committee on 
Coinage, but there is a disposition.'to 
Suspend the rules, and it is believed 
that assurances will be given silver ad- 
vocates that they will be allowed a fair 
chance to debate the question in all its 
phases, and that, with this upder- 
standing, they will consent to immedite 
consideration without reference to that 
committee. The intention of the advo-

Standing that a vote shall be taken at 
the conclusion. This course, it is under- 
stood, is with the consent, if not the 
advice, of the President. 

The plan is to have the free silver 
men open the ball with a bill embody- 
ing their demands; then the anti-silver 
men will present a substitute bill em- 
bodying their ideas, whereupon the 
struggie will begin. Both sides are of 
the opinion that a vote can be reached 
in two weeks. After the debate is be- 
gun, Mr. Cockran of New York, repre- 
senting the anti-silver men, says that 
they will not make more than three 
speeches, leaving the rest of the time 
to the silverites. It is hoped, by this 
means, to prevent filibustering andall 
parliamentary sharp practices. Mr. 
Bland has given the assurance that no 
attempt will be made by the silver men 
to filibuster. 

Among the many compromises that 
will be proposed is one by Mr. Bink- 
head of Alabama for the suspension of 
the Sherman act until the end of the 
present year, and authorizing the na- 
tional banks to increase their circula- 
tion to a par with their bonds.

The House of Commons 
Discusses Silver. 


The Natives of India Mulcted by

LONDON, Auge. 38.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.) Gladstone an- 
nounced in the House of Commons 
today that the government intended to 
hold an autumn session. The an- 
nouncement was received with loud 
cheering by the supporters of the gove- 
ernment. 

The Premier added that no adjourn- 
ment would be had until the remaining 
stages of the home rule bill were 
passed and the supply was voted. 

Henry Chaplin asked leave to mové 
an adiournment of the House in order 
that the changes in the Indian cur- 
rency system might be discussetl. He 
blamed the government for persistent- 
ly obstructing discussion of the ques- 
tion. He charged “the government 
with virtually muleting the natives of 
India by tampering with the currency. 
The closing of the Indian mints to the 
freo coinage of silver had necessarily 
led to such a fall in value of that 
metal within a month as the world 
had never before known. 

There has been, he said, a tremend- 
ous wrong done to the people of India 
who held enormous quantities of un- 


coined metal. By a single stroke, 
the government had depreciated, by 
15 per cent, the value of the silver 


held by the population of India. A 
more flagrant act of public plunder had 
never before been perpetrated by a 
civilized government. If the repeal 
by the American Congress of the Shere 
man act should become inevitable, {&% 
would be partly due to the error come 
mitted in India. <A further fall in the 
price of silver must follow the repeal 
of the Sherman act. ; 

Frequently . during the remarks 
Chaplin was interrupted by criss of 
“Hear! hear!’ Chaplin demanded to 
know whether the government, before 
taking action in India, had had any 
comunication with the United Stateg 
government. 

Sir Willlam Vernon Harcourt, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, declined to 
enter into the general argument. The 
course taken by the government, he 
said, was indicated by the royal com- 
mission of 1888, which pointed out the 
dangerous end mischievous effeet 
which bimetallism would have upon 
India. The government stood by those 
views. pare 

Arthur Balfour, Conservative leader, 
said it was something approaching 
lunacy for the Chancellor to get up and 
tell the country he regarded with 
absolute indifference what happened toe 
silver. 

Dadabhai Naoroji, the Parsee meme 
ber, who sits as a Liberal for the 
Central Finsbury division, protested 
that the natives of India already felt 
the pinch of the change, and that they 
would soon awake ‘through suffering, 
to the wrong done them.

sit as delegates, which led to disorder 
yesterday, was brought up again to- 
day, and, despite the action of the 
congress yesterday, was reopened, and 
it was finally decided to settle it by 
referring it to the Committee on 
Standing Orders.

issue, as, while repealing the purchasing 
elause of thé Sherman act, it unquali- 
fiedly pledges the country to bimet- 
gllism. Senator Hill's bill is as follows: 

“A bill to repeal certain sections of 
the act of July 14, 1890, entitled ‘An 
act directing the purchase of” silver 
bullion and the issue of treasury notes 
thereon, and for other purposes,’ is 
hereby repealed. 

“Sec. 2. This repealing act, how- 
ever, is not to be construed as an aban- 
donment of bimetallism, but it is hereby 
declared that the policy of using both 
goid and silver as the standard money 
of the country shall be established, and | 
to the accomplishment of that end _ 
efforts of the government shall 
steadily and safely directed.’

Five thousand 
men have recently received this no- 
tice: ‘Your pension has been discon- 
tinued because vour disability has 
ceased to exist.’ This is throwing the 
burden of proof onthe soldier after all 
the weary years he has waited. I do 
not speak a word in favor of any case 
of fraud. If there is any man in favor 
of purging the pension roll, it is the 
man who stayed through the war. But 
proof of fraud we must have, not mere 
assertions. Finally, keep politics out. 
We have no room for their discussion. 
Only be true to yourselves and the coun- 
try will stand by you.”’ 

Shortly before Commander Weissert 
left he was arrested by a picked guard 
and taken before a court martial in the 
big tent. Commander Seymour pre- 
sided, C. A. Storke was judge-advocate, 
Commander Hobart, Gen. Gosper, Capt.

Commissicner Tufts moved that the 
report be filed, and that the commis- 
sion extend its thanks.

It was reported by the Chief that 
Mr. Higgins, one of the newly-elected 
policemen, did not fulfill the require- 
ments, and there yet remained three 
vacancies to fill. 

Commissioner Tufts was to have the 
appointments for two of these and 
Commisioner Bosbyshell one. Neither 
of these gentlemen were ready yet, so 
it was decided to continue the tempo- 
rary appointments for the present. 

The commission then resolved itself 
into committee of the whole and retired 
within the sacred precincts of His Hon- 
or’s private office. An hour or more 
Was spent in the discussion of the “‘la- 
dies’ entrance’ question, while the re- 
porters waited outside in anticipation 
of an item. Finally the commissioners 
filed out, but the only thing they had 
to say was that, owing to the fact that 
the steamer Hermos® was soon to 
leave for Catalina Island, further dis- 
cussion had been postponed. 

One of the commissioners pointed to 
Mayor Rowan. and made a remark to 
the effect that there was where the 
difficulty was. None of the gentlemen 
remained for a sufficient time so that 
it could be ascertained whether the re- 
mark was in jest or earnest. 

After allof the board but the Mayor 
had retired, His Honor was asked if 
he could not give at least some infor- 
mation for the benefit of the public, 
which was so anxiously awaiting the 
action of the board in the matter. 
The; genial Mayor was more than usu- 
ally’ genial as he replied that he had 
positively nothing to give out. 


IN EXECUTIVE SESSION. 


Could Not Agree as to Just Where to Draw 
the Line. 

No time was lost by the commission- 
ers in preliminaries after retiring to 
thé Mayor's private office. Mr. Tufts, 
while he was anxious to have the 
saloon matter settled up without de- 
lay, said he would have to catch the 
boat for Catalina, and the business in 
hand was at once proceeded with. 
First there was an interchange of 
views. <A copy of the San Francisco 
anti-dive ordinance was produced, and 
as the members made suggestions they 
were jotted down by Mr. Bosbyshell. 
It soon developed that the commission 
was hopelessly divided. Messrs. Bos- 
byshell, Bradish and Tufts favored a 
stringent rule shutting up all side and 
back entrances, removing all card- 
rooms. booths, reception rooms, etc., 
and allowing only a front or main en- 
trance. This view did not suit the 
Mayor or Mr. Weldon. Some saloons, 
it was urged. were conducted in an 
orderly manner, and no rules were 
necessary for their government, where- 
as others had to be regulated, and it 
was stated that a stringent rule such 
as was advocated by the majority 
would close out a number of places. 
The obiect of the resolution was to 
keep women out of saloons. This did 
not suit the majority; it was urged 
on their side that if a woman wanted 
to enter a saloon bv the public en- 
trance and get a drink she should 
have a right to do so. It was not as- 
sumed that many would avail them- 
selves of the privilege, but if they did 
they should be allowed to do so. They 
favored a strict rule. just and equit- 
able to all. which would be enforced 
without favor. The subiect was dis- 
cussed in all its bearings, but before 
reaching a vote Mr. Tufts asked to be 
excused. and the matter was left open 
for another week. during which time 


an effort will be made to formulate a- 


rule on which all the commissioners 
can agree. As the matter now stands, 
a matorityv of the commissioners favor 
closing all side and back entrances, 
and the removal of all private rooms 
and booths from saloons, the rule to be 
enforced in all instances. uwhder penalty 
of forfeiture of license. The minority 
want a general rule, with exceptions 
to fit certain cases. but. do not under- 
stand just exactly how to arrive at 
that result. Just before leaving, Mr. 
Tufts stated that he would make it a 
point to be present at the next meet- 
ing, when it is believed that definite 
action will be taken.

The Financial Situation. 

There is no question about the serious 
ailment of Uncle Sam, and Congress 
has been convened, like a party of 
doctors in consultation, to consider the 
best treatment to be determined upon 
for his complete restoration. But 
there is much diversity of opinion 
among sudents of monetary science as 


gold, and to keep it in circulation. This 
is the aim which all except the extreme 
goldites have in view. 

The recommendation that the silver- 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act 
be repealed will meet with no opposi- 
tion. We have enough silver now with 
which to carry on the business of the 
country. The present urgent need is 
the placing of it in circuhition, on a 
parity with gold. 

There should be an _ international 
agreement far the fixing of the weight 
of the silver dollar with reference to 
gold, so that the American silver coin- 
age may circulate everywhere at par. 

Perhaps the weakest point in the 
message is the fact that the President 
does not speak definitely as to a sub- 
Stitute for the Sherman act, when re- 
pealed, and abstains from candidly giv- 
ing his views as to the future of silver. 
Then, again, is there any tendency ap- 
parent looking to the substitution of 
silver for gold. as Mr. Cleveland indi- 
cates? If, as the President says, the 
tendency is constantly to diminish and 
exhaust the gold reserve in the treas- 
ury, it is because the silver dollar is 
z=0t maintained at par.

President Walker, 
of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, is very positive that it 
would do a great deal to promote “the 
immediate inierests of the country if 
it were to be authoritatively an- 
nounced that tariff legislation, prior to 
the regular session of 1894, will be 
Strictly confined to an extension of the 
free Hst, no changes whatever being 
rade in rates upon articles which are 
to remain dutiable.’’

Prof. Taussig, of Harvard Univer- 
sity, takes exception to the Sherman 
act on the ground that it makes the 
growth of the currency “depend, not 
on any ascertained neéd, but on the 
accident of the price of the American 
product of silver.” Yet he thinks that 
its influence upon the present finan- 
cial disturbance has been exagger- 
ated. In regard to the situation he re- 
marks: “The brave policy is to meet 
the political opposition and to courage- 
ously put before the people the ques- 
tion whether they wish to have a na- 


tional bank money which shall be 
sound and unquestioned, avhich shall 
present no temptation to currency tin- 
kering, and shall grow without tram- 
mels us the needs of the community 
spontancously call for increase.”’ 
Chancellor Canfield, of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, says that “all ac- 


tien must be experimental,” and thinks 
that the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act might -be 
safely accomplished by recoinage and 
practical free coinage of silver at, say, 
twenty to one.” 


Prof. Adatns, of Michigan Univer- 
sity, is not in favor of the universal 


dominion of the gold standard, al- 
though he says that “The immediate 
effect of this might be advantageous 
to all but the silver mining interest; 
but the universal abandonment of sil- 
ver, either as standard money or as 
the basis of issues, would inaugurate a 
period of gradual and persistent con- 
traction. This, of course, means 
ruin.” 


The tone of the other writers whose 
opinions were solicited in regard tothe 
financial situation is similar to that of 
those already quoted, and we will con- 
clude this article by a quotation from 
the opinion of Prof. Macy, of lowa 
College. He says: 


“It is probable that the mere 
fact that the United States is 
storing up silver bullion is itself 
having a depressing effect upon the 
price of silver. The idea prevails that, 
after a time, the government is likely 
to market this silver. The natural ef- 
fect of a store of goods which may be 
thrown on the market is to depress 
the price of the goods. In repealing 
the Sherman law we do not recede 
from the policy of making use of as 
large an amount of silver money as is 
consistent with uniformity in the 
value of the dollar. I believe the 
United States ought to continue the 
policy of trying to induce other na- 
tions to join in a united effort to main- 
tain a parity of’ gold and silver val- 
ues.” 


There have been many complaints 
from all parts of the country regard- 
ing the census figures, which, it is 
claimed, are far from accurate, as a 
rule. We have seen some instances 
of this in the California report, which 
gave, among other things, the total 
acreage of the State in potatoes at 
less than the area which was actu- 
ally planted in Los Angeles county. 
A circular has been issued by Fredrick 
C. Waite, a late special agent of the 
census, in which he makes serious 
charges against the accuracy of Gen. 
Walker's figures. He claims that he 
was told that if he should miss the 
mark by a thousand millions it would 
be all right, that what was wanted 
was figures for publication.

sus is taken at such long 
tervals and involves such an _  ex- 
penditure of time and money that

as near an approach to accuracy as 
is possible. The census is the basis 
upon which estimates will be made 
for ten years to come. If these figures 
are not to be depended on, ‘where 
are we at’” 


The next war that occurs promises 
to be a short, sharp and decisive one, 
if some of the death-dealing weapons 
which have been invented of late are 
brought int6O “use. To the hundreds of 
other implements of destruction which 
have recently been invented, a French 
genius has added a piece of light ar- 
tilery which has a capacity for firing 
four charges in fifteen minutes, each 
of which throws 25,000 bullets over a 
surface of 20,000 square vards at a dis- 
tance of two miles. With such death- 
bearing. machines as this, there 
seems little need for the 22,000,000 sol- 
diers composing the European armies, 
unless it be as food for the enormous 
quantities of powder and shot which 
otherwise might be wasted.

The Commander at the 
Soldiers’ Home. 

A Hearty Greeting Extended by 
the Old Comrades. 


Public Reception Held at the Los 
Angeles Theatcr. 


Address of Welcome by Mai. George W. 
Merrill and Response by the Guest 
of the EBvening—Other 
Speeches. 


Gen. A. G. Weissert, commander-in- 
chief of the G.A.R., accompanied by 
Maj. T. C. Mastellar, Maj. A. W. Bar- 
rett, Capt. B. F. Hilliker, S. F. De- 
voin and William Young, visited the 
Soldiers’ Home yesterday, teaving the 
eity on the 10:20 o'clock train. 

At the home the two hours which 
the party spent there were devoted to 
looking about the grounds and visit- 
ing the barracks and buildings. At 
‘he lunch hour, after the soldiers were 
seated at the tables in the large din- 
ing-room, Gen. Weissert was intro- 
duced to the veterams,_and in a little 
speech of five minutes’ duration, con- 
gratulated them upon theif pleasant 
surroundings, and gave them a few 
pleasant words of encouragement. 

The general took occasion to per- 
sonally meet a large number of the 
members of the home, 2nd all seemed 
glad to greet him. About 1 o'clock 
the whole party took carriages and 
were driven to Santa Monica. Here 
they proceeded to the Hotel Arcadia, 
and, after lunch, went to the wharf 
and inspected the structure.

THE RECEPTION. 


A Cordial Greeting the Commander- 
in-Chief. 

An entertaining programme was ren- 
dered at the public reception ten- 
dered to Gen. A.-G. Weissert, com- 
mander-in-chief of the G.A.R., at the 
Los Angeles Theater last evening. 

Notwithstanding the fact that many 
of the citizens were away at the 
beaches and mountains resorts, the at- 
tendance was good for a midsummer 
entertainment. 

The stage presented a semi-military 
appcarance. At each side of the front 
were flags of the Stanton and Frank 
Bartlett posts, while just behind these 
were stacked muskets. In the rear 
were flags of the) A. Logan and 
Kenesaw posts, placed conspicuously. 

A large number of members of the 
G.A.R. were seated on the stage, while 
Chairman A. W. Barrett of the Re- 
ception Committee, Adit.-Gen. T. C. 
Mastellar and the guest of the evening 
occupied seats near the footlights. 
Just behind them were seated the fol- 
lowing named ladies:° Mmes. Mary E. 
Hartwell. Col. ._Mudge, Calvin, Ed- 
wardy. Alexander, Austin and Lyon. 

Members of the Cifv Council were 
Seated in boxes.to the right. 

When everyting was in readiness, 
Chairman 
crder. and the programme was started 
off by a song by the Modoc Quartette, 


yer, L. R. Parson and Dr. J. A. 
Munk. Henry C. Fletcher acted as ac- 
companist. 

This was followed by an introductory 
speech by Chairman Barrett, after 
which an address of welcome was de- 
livered by Maj. George W. Merrill, who 
spoke substantially as follows: 

“We are aware that no human gov- 
ernment is so good -that it) may not 
be better. We believe. however, that 
this is as near a perfect government 
as there is. but we-cannot stand at 
‘parade rest’ and at the same time 
keep at the front. The only way to 
du that is to ‘about face’ and ‘forward 
march.’ 

“These comrades who have come 
from the States of the East to the 
shores of the Pacific command me to 
bid you a hearty welgome to the City 
of Angels. We weldome vou to this 
place—you who aided to cement to- 
gether this great and glorious repub- 
lic in its time of peril These little 
reunions emphasize the triumph of a 
grand principle. You are aware, as 
well as are we all. that there is a 
powerful tendency toward advance- 
ment to higher planes of knowledge 
and usefulness. 

“The late war was not only a con- 
flict to establish the perpetuity of this 
union. It was to establish the prin- 
ciple of liberty so that- future genera- 
tions would not break it down, that 
the brow of Lookout Mountain was 
reddened and that blood was shed on 
a hundred other battle-fields. It was 
to establish this principle that you 
were made to now be laden with eleven 
bullets and to suffer from many 
wounds.”’ 
After Maj. Merrill had finished speak- 
Mary E. Hartwell, depart- 
ment secretary of the W.R.C., was in- 
troduced. She said in effect: 

“In behalf of the W.R.C. auxiliary 
to this Grand Army of the Republic, 
and in the absence of Mrs. Abbie E. 
Johnson, our department president, I 
take pleasure in welcoming you. 

“To be commander-in-chief of your 
organization ts a greater honor than to 
be the chief magistrate of this United 
States. (Applause.) 

“For your devotion to the Stars and 
Stripes, and for the efficient services 
you rendered, we, @ghe women of the 
Relief Corps are bound to you by the 
strongest ties of obligation and of 
friendship. 

“Not only to you, but to all those 
who devoted their best efforts to our 
country’s preservation, do we extend 
a welcome.” 

There was another selection of music 
and then Commander Weissert was in- 
troduced as man* who served in 
what was known as the old eagle 
regiment as a private, but who now 
was the commander of 500,000 men. 

Commander Weissért arose and in 
a voice modest but earnest said: 

“Tt would not be true to the emotions 
of my heart were I not to tell you that 
I appreciate most heartily your kind- 
ness to me. It is most pleasant to 
meet those with whom I trudged for 
four years through mud and dust. 

“Thirty years and over have passed 
and there are more than 1,000,000 of 
those same soldiers yet living, and 
more than half that number are mem- 
bers of this organization. 

“I remember well how, when on a 
certain battlefield, a comrade called 
me by my nickname and said: ‘If 
ever we get out of this alive we'll talk 
it all over again,..won’t we? And 
here We are, comrades, in the grand 
old State Of California, talking it over 
again. (Applause.)) 

“It is sad to think that that flag of 
which we all thought so much was 
floating for so many Years under false 
colors; but when that same flag was 
returning from the conflict it told one 
of the greatest truths, . 

“And now the ladies. You do not re- 
alize how much we think of them. 
These “women did” Just in 
erushing the rebellion as did you or I. 
They were the ones whose letters 
cheered us, and who made us toe the 
mark every time. 

“And now in reference to the pen- 
sions. As five of us comrades were 
about to take the train from Santa 
Barbara yesterday, it was observed 
that we all looked healthy. Some one 
asked how many had been wounded, 
and it was found that we all had. A 
party of eleven of us were together ta-

day, and the same question was asked. 
t was found thet only one had not 
been wounded, while some of them 
were dressing their wounds every day. 


| Take the great army of veterans and 


they look healthy, but they are, many 
of them, suffering from wounds. 

“The Grand Army would just as 
quickly drop a fraudulent pensioner 
from the rolls as would any one. 
never in my life, however, heard a 
person make a charge against-a pen- 
sion roll honestly, and I suppose I 
have heard as many chronic kickers as 
anybody. 

“It was once reported that a man in 
Rhode Island was receiving a pension 
for being bald-headed. At about that 
time I chanced to address a gathering 
of people in that State. I referred to 
the report that this man was receiv- 
ing such pension, and was told that 
he was a respectable citizen who was 
suffering from a disease contracted in 
the army. This disease had, among 
other things, caused Teme to be bald, 
and by error the clerk in the penston 
office had recorded him as receiving a 
pension for haldness.

MAGISTRATES’ FEES. 


A Vigorous Kick from Justice Twitchell of 
Santa Monica. 

Some of the county justices are at 
present very much exercised over the 
way their demands for their monthly 
allowances are treated by the Board of 
Supervisors, under the direction of the 
District Attorney’s office. 

Reductions and eliminations of items 
are made, which, it is claimed, are to- 
tally unwarranted, and do injustice to 
the magistrates. 

Justice Twitchell of Santa Monica is 
one of the magistrates of the county 
who thinks he has been badly used by 
the board, and to a Times reporter yes- 
terday stated that he was thinking se- 
riously of bringing suit against the 
county to recover an amount which he 
incorporated in one of his demands, 
and which the board, in one of their 
— of retrenchment, refused to al- 
ow. 

The cause of the present difficulty be- 
tween Justice Twitchell and the Bdard 
of Supervisors arises over warrants is- 
sued by that officer for the arrest of in- 
Sane persons. Section 
litical Code provides that when an affi- 
davit is made before a justice setting 
out that there is a person within the 
township who, because of his insanity, 
is a dangerous person to be at large, 
the magistrate must issue a warrant 
and deliver. it to some peace officer, 
who shall take the person so ccm- 
plained of to the Superior Court, there 
to be examined as to his sanity. 

During the month of June, three of 
this class of affidavits were filed in 
Justice Twitchell’s court, and, accord- 
ing to the mandatory terms of the 
Statute, he issued warrants in each 
case, delivered them to an officer, and, 
by the terms of the warrant, the per- 
sons were all conveyed to the Superior 
Court for examination. 

Afterward, in making up his demand 
on the treasury for his monthly allow- 
ance, the justice made a charge of 33 
in each one of these cases, or a total 
of $9 for the three cases, and Judge 
Dttley, the astute assistant in Mr. Dil- 
lon’s office, advised the board to reject 
this part of Squire Twitchell’s demand. 

Unfortunately for the justice, while 
the law is mandatory in regard to 
these warrants, there seems to be no 
enactment that provides for the pay- 
ment for this duty. ‘‘But,”’ said Jus- 
tice Twitchell, “I cannot believe that 
the Legislature intended that magis- 
trates should do this work gratis. I 
have had a great many of this class of 
cases in years gone by, and I have al- 
ways put in my demand for $3 in each 
case, which has been invariably al- 
lowed until the present board, with 
Uttley for its legal adviser, came into 
power. I feel that my demand in this 
instance is just and should be paid, 
and, in common with the other magis- 
trates of the county, I believe that the 
policy of the Board of Supervisors can- 
not fail to be condemned.”’ 

It is more than probable that a suit 
will be instituted by Justice Twitchell 
to recover this amount, not so much on 
account of the money itself, but rather 


} to make a test case, and to ascertain 


whether in future the justices will be 
obliged to furnish the county with 
their services in insanity cases with- 
out proper compensation. 


CHOIRS AND LIBRARIES. 


As They are Treated by Los Angeles 
Writers. 

The New York Churchman for July 8 
contains an ably written, interesting 
article on ‘‘The Wothan’s Vested Choir 
Movement”’ from the pen of Rev. B. W. 
R. Tayler, rector of St. John’s Church 
of this city. A brief history of the 
movement of employing women, vested, 
in church choirs, is sketched; and the 
article is excellently illustrated from a 
photograph by Steckel., 

Whilethe writer acknowledges that 
the ideal choir is a choir of mep and 
boys, he believes this ideal to be only 
attainable either in cathedral towns 
with musical scholarships offered to 
good voices, or in rich parishes abie to 
afford the luxury of large finaucial ap- 
propriations; while a good vested choir 
composed Of bovs, Women “and “men, ts 
within the reach of almost every parish. 
In a bit of personal experience related 
of his own parish, he says: : 

“It was with some misgivings that 
the above choir was ‘introduced’ a year 
ago. Is was a new venture, a new 
and the whole church looks 
askance at new moves. But it is today 
a most pronounced success. The music 
which is rendered is such as could not 
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possibly be rendered in the average 
parish church by an average boy choir. 
The very best school of Anglican church 
music is sung, and in Advent and Lent 
the psalter and canticles are sung to 
Gregorians, with magnificent anti- 
phonal effect. The choir now is purely 
voluntary, and while the writer knows 
of many parishes that are struggling to 
maintain a good service with a poor 
bey choir, at a great outlay of time, 
money, patience and nerves, this choir 
is by all odds the best he has heard this 
side of the Rocky Mountains, and it is 
maintdined at no other cost than the 
necessary expenditures for music and 
vestments.’’ 
‘“‘WOMEN AND LIBRARIES."’ 

An excellent article on ‘‘Women and 
Libraries,’’ by Miss Adelaide R. Hasse, 
assistant librarian of the Los Angeles 
public library, appears in the issue of 
July 15 of the Boston Woman’s Journal 
and is worthy of wide reading. 

Miss Hasse outlines librarianship as 
it is understood today, comparing the 
condition of American libraries of the 
present with those of 100 pea ago, 
when the only ones were those con- 
nected with institutions of learning or 
those belonging to associations of gen- 
tlemen of cultivated tastes. While it 
was estimated that in 1800 the entire 
number of volumes in libraries fof the 
United States was 80,000, now there 
are at least twenty individual libraries 
having respective collections covering 
these figures. 

The writer believes that in the 
process of library evolution women will 
one day become librarians; and she 
advocates their familiarizing them- 
selves with all branches of library 
work pertaining to the most advan- 
tageous buying of books and periodi- 
cals, with the paper trade, with the 
methods of advertising contractors, of 
printers and of estimating binders. 
‘All of these belong to the library busi- 
ness, art or profession, as the case 
might be, and any one of these accom- 
plishments is leagues outside of the 
business woman’s customary sphere— 
all of which only tends to demonstrate 
that librarianship is a distinct calling, 
and if women hope to rise in it they 
must acquaint themselves as familiarly 
as men have done with these important 
details of the work.”’

The Silver Question a Local Issue 
at Santa Monica. 


The Town Treasurer Refused to Accept Silver 
Dollars on the Ground That It 
Was Depreciated Cur- 
rency. 


The Santa Monica Board of Trustees 
on Monday night discussed all phases 
of the silver question, the matter be- 
ing precipated upon the board by the 
little fiasco that occurred Monday be- 
tween the Town Treasurer and Tax 
Collector, mention of which was made 
in Tuesday's Times. Treasurer 
Boehme scemed to be of the opinion 
that silver had depreciated to such an 
extent that he would be acting un- 
wisely in accepting the eleyen hun- 
dred odd dollars in silver that Collec- 
tor Barretto proposed to unload upon 


him. “Why,” exclaimed the Treas- 
urer, “silver today in New York is 


only worth 80 cents on the dollar, and 
do you suppose that I am going to 
see this town lose 20 cents on every 
dollar of this $1100? I am ItIooking 
after the interests of Santa Monica, 
and don’t care take such a risk in 
accepting a preciated currency.” 
The Treasurer staggered the audience 
by intimating that if he was compelled 
to take the debased metal at par there 
was nothing to prevent the Tax Col- 
lector from buying it at the depreci- 
ated value and turning it in at its 
face value, thus making a good round 
snm on his monthly settlements. This 
latter proposition seemed so ludicrous 
that Trustee Vawter was constrained 
to say: “I am not in accord with 
President Cleveland's financial views. 
but, unfortunately, in the present in- 
stance this board has no gees 
powers to legislate on the silv ques- 
tion. Congress in its wisdom has de- 
clared what is legal tender in this 
country, and it fixed upon 
gold, silver and greenbacks, and sc 
long as this condition remains it would 
be folly to talk about not taking a 
silver dollar for a dollar because it 
was intrinsically depreciated in value.” 
Some of the other trustees expressed 
their views on the all-absorbing ques- 
tion, the upshot of the whole discus- 
sion bheing that it was ordered that 
the Treasurer accept the Tax Col- 
lector’s offer, and, agreeable to this 
order, a certificate of deposit for the 
1190 silver dollars, which are on spe- 
cial deposit, was yesterday turned 
over to the Treasurer by the Tax Col- 


Jector, who took receipts for the full 


amount, and thus the silver war was 


settled and peace reigns again supreme.

~ INSECT PESTS, 


Mr. Scott’s Report to the 
Supervisors. 


Condition: of the Orchards in 
the County. 


Orcus Chalybeus Increasing at Fir. 
Kercheval’s Place, 


While in Other Orchards Where Colonies 
Were Located no Trace of the 
Parasite Can Be 
Found. 


The subject of insect pests, that has 
been agitated among the fruit-growers 
during the past few weeks, with per- 
haps more energy than at other times 
previous, is still engrossing the atten- 
tion of those in favor of and opposed 
to the method of gassing and spraying 
as a means of extermination of the 
different varieties of injurious ‘‘bugs.”’ 
On the one hand the cry is raised that 
the precious orchus chalybeus, the little 
parasite that Mr. Koebele brought over 
from Australia on his return from his 
$4000 trip, has, after a year's exis- 
tence in this country, begun to multiply 
at a very rapid rate, at least calcula- 


tion about one bug per day, and if 
properly cared for, would in 
time free the infested orchards 
of the red and black scale.  In- 


cidentally it has also been urged that 
if the spraying and fumigating was 
continued the little steel-blue bug that 
is destined to do these wonders would 
be destroyed along with its enemy, the 
scale. 

Over a year ago a number of colonies 
of the parasite were distributed about 
the orchards of Southern California and 
their progress closely watched. The 
horticultural commissioners of this 
county were particularly sanguine of 
the ultimate victory of the orchus 
chalybeus over the red and black scale 
insects, having before them the brilliant 
record made by the vedalia cardinalis 
in extermination of the white scale. In 
fact, they announced that they would 
feel entirely satisfied if the steel-biue 
bug would do its work in double or 
treble the time that the vedalia oc- 
cupied in its ravenous course. Con- 
sequently they were inclined to relax 
their efforts in the way of gassing and 
spraying somewhat, and spent consider- 
able time in watching for the expected 
increase of the precious parasite. But 
the months rolled around and the para- 
sites failed to appear in anything like 
encouraging numbers; in fact, when 
a party of expert fruit men Visited the 
orchard of Mr. Kercheval, where a very 
large colony had been placed, they 
failed to find even the original number 
that had been colonized. Then, very 
naturally, it was hinted strongly that 
Mr. Koebele had not furnished the 
article of bug ware in the quality 
represented in the glowing reports 
which that gentleman brought back 
from the kangaroo country. More than 
that, the same fruit-growers got up a 
set of resolutions condemning the poor 
bugs as useless and transmitted a copy 
of the same resolutions to the Board of 
Horticulture at San Francisco, through 
whom Mr. Keebele had been sent on 


his mission. Since that time bad blood 
has existed between the board 
named and the local fruit men, 


and no opportunity has been lost by 
the former to convince the Southern 
California orchardists that they had 
judged Mr. Koebele’s bugs too hastily, 
and that in the course of time the 
parasite would get in its work ac- 
rording to the schedule. 

But the gassing and spraying sea- 
Bon is coming on, and it costs quite a 
little sum to treat an infested tree 

roperly, and some orchardists seem 
oath to incur the expense. About ten 
days ago several parties went out 
again to Mr. Kercheval’s orchard and 
brought back the astonishing informa- 
tion that the steel-blue lady bird was 
increasing in numbers with great ra- 
pidity. A special committee was ap- 
pointed to make an official visit to the 
place, and they found, sure enough, 
that there were several more parasites 
there than there had been a year or 
more ago, but not enough to warrant 
the cessation of gassing and spraying 
of the orchards. 

When the news was sent tu the 
State board that the bugs were breed- 
ing, it was the signal for an “I tcld 
you so’’; but when Prof. Coquillett re- 
ceived instructions from the depart- 
ment at Washington to thoroughly in- 
spect the condition of all colonies, and 
wrote to Ellwood Cooper at Santa 
Barbara that he would come up and 
take a look at the colony placed in Mr. 
Coopers orchard, that gentleman very 
promptly replied that he would not 
allow any such inspection to be made. 

In order to show the exact condition 
of the orchards of the county, as re- 
Kards scale and other pests, Commis- 
Biner J. W. Scott filed with the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday the following 
thorough report: 

“During the ‘past month I have 
made a general inspection of a large 
portion of this county. I find that the 
black scale is in almost. every citrus 
orchard, and unless measures are taken 
to clean up there will be much unsale- 
able fruit next season. Red spider 
is gaining a foothold in many places. 
Fumigation is ineffectual for this pest; 
the best remedy I have found so far is 
the resin wash. Yellow scale is disap- 
pearing rapidly, but it is likely to 
prove as destructive as ever, except in 
orchards that were fumigated or 
Sprayed last season. Powdery mildew 
has done considerable damage to the 
grapes. I have recommended the vines 
to be sprayed with ammonical solu- 
tion of copper or eau celeste. Many 
Browers have delayed too .long in 
using the remedy, and are receiving 
Nttle benefit. 

“I have made an inspection of the 
city parks, and found a considerable 
amount of black and greedy scale on 
the trees. I have notified the com- 
missioners of this, and they have or- 
dered the trees to be disinfected. 

“A new disease was recently re- 
ported from Compton, which attacked 
the apple trees. On examination I 
found that it was caused by the heavy 
fogs which come at night, followed by 
the hot sun during the day. This 
caused the leaves to dry up and drop 
off. The trees, however, put out new 
leaves soon afterward. 

“Purple scale has again made its ap- 
pearance in an orchard at Fruitland. 
I have had this orchard fumigated. 
The orcus chalybeus is increasing in 
numbers in Mr. Kercheval’s orchard. 
and is at work on the red scale. [ 
have removed a colony and placed 
them on some olive trees in my or- 
chard, which were infested with black 
scale. 

“I have inspected other orchards in 
which the orcus chalybeus were placed 
dn the county, and. fail to find any 
traces of them. 

“TI have now all our fumigating tents 
in good condition and repair, and ex- 
pect to commence fumigating at 
Azusa in about two \weeks from the 
present date. I have had to quaran- 
dine a considerable quantity of lemons 
infected with red scale imported into

this county. As a rule very much less 
infected fruit is brought into this 
city than in former § times. The 


fruit-dealers find it to their advantage 
to handle only clean fruit, and assist 
us materially by refusing to buy any 
- that is infested. Peddlers give wus 
mutch more trouble than regular deal- 
ers. The city inspector visits every 
market and railroad depot daily.”

BUNKOED.

The complaining witness isa young 
Norwegian whose knowledge of the En- 
glish language, while incomplete, is still 
much greater than his knowledge of 
the American bunco-man and his meth- 
ods. Johnson was standing in front of 
Ferner’s pawnshop on Monday erening, 
when Meyer passed in, and throwing 
down awatch chain on the counter, 
asked how much he could get on that. 
Ferner said the chain was solid gold, 
and he would allow him $8 for it. 
Meyer replied that he had paid $40 for 
the chain and only wanted to raise $10 
now, so that he might go into a 
poker game across the street. Kerner 
refused to raise his first offer and Mcever 
left the store. The Norwegian had 
been standing where he covld hear al} 
the talk, and, seeing an interested look 
on his face, Meyer asked him to loan 
him $10 on the chain. This Johnson 
would not do, but finally offered to let 
him have half that amount in order that 
Meyer might enjoy his game of poker. 
Meyer said he would pay him the money 
before midnight or by 8 o'clock the 
next morning, and also said he would 
give a couple of dollars for the use of it. 
Johnson, however, said he didn’t want 
any other pay than the return of the 


sum loaned. The two then sep- 
arated. Mever, of course, failed 
to show up either that night 


or in the morning andat about 10 a.m. 
Johnson went to a jeweler to see what 
the chain was worth. He was informed 
that two-bits would cover the first cost 
of the article, together with a very re- 
spectable margin of about 200 per 
cent. Realizing at last that he had 
beer swindled, he went to police head- 
quarters, swore out a complaint and had 
both Ferner and Meyer arrested. The 
young pawnbroker was released upon 
his own recognizance and the guaran- 
tee of his attorney, R. A. Ling Esq., 
while Mrs. Ferner went Meyer's bond for 
$100, the case being set for the 18th. 

After being released Meyer hunted 
up Johnson, who is stopping at the Voss 
House, and tried to buy the chain back, 
offering him $7 for it. Johnson refused 
to sell, as he had given the chain to the 
police as evidence. Meyer then tried 
to have him arrested for embezzlement, 
but after taking him to the station the 
District Attorney refused to issue a 
complaint and he wasreleased. The 
ofticers think they have a strong case 
against Meyer, but the fellow is a 
smooth one and is quite likely to turn 
up missing should he be anable to 
squirm out of the scrape in some way 
less expensive to his friends.

Work at Hotel Green—Demurrer in Pete 
Steil's Case Overruled Other Court

Architect Strange has returned from 


fiying business trip last, during 
which time he called upon Cel. G. G. 
Green and spent several days in dis- 


cussing the various details of the pro- 
posed alterations and improvements for 
the south eng of Hotel Green. A satis- 


factory conclusion was reached, and 
work will be begun today on the old 
end of the building, and will be carried 
on to completion with the work on the 
annex. The alterations decided upon 
will consist in tearing down several 


partitions, so that the present office, 
the entrance hallway on Raymond ave- 
nue, the old dining-room and “ordinary” 
will all be thrown into the new office. 
The floor will be covered with white 
marble tiles, and the walls will have a 
marble wainscoting of a reddish-brown 
color, about five feet high, giving to 
the whole an elegant appearance. The 


floor of the main hallway leading to 
the south entrance will be elevated 
about a foot, and the entrance way 


and steps will be tiled with marble. 

The plasterers have begun work -on | 
the second floor of the annex, and theT 
Way they are going-at it warrants the 
conclusion that they will not be long 
in completing their part of the work. 


Jt is thought that this entire floor, 
hallways, rooms and closets, will be 
Plasterec by the end of the week. 


Then the plasterers will proceed to the 
third floor. A big force of carpenters, 
Plumbers and electricians is also at 
work on\the new building.

ANOTHER ATTORNEY'S OPINION. 
Judge H. W. Magee, who has been 
absent from town for several days, on 
Tuesday jotted down the following 
opinion, at the reporter's request, rel- 
ative to the mortgage compromise: 

“T do not know the exact facts in the 
case, but I understand that Mr. Hunt 
Was acting as secretary of the bank 
that held the mortgage aginst the 
city, and that the full amount of the 
same and accrued interest was paid to 
him, and that he satisfied the mortgage 
on the records, and that the city did 
not demand and receive the note and 
mortgage at the time of the cancella- 
tion, All lawyers know that the can- 
cellation on the record is only prima 
facia evidence of the discharge of the 
debt. The mortgagee is entitled to 
show that such discharge was obtained 
by mistake, accident or fraud. In this 
case, Hunt was not the mortgagee. 
The bank was the mortgagee, and, un- 
der the rule, it would have the right to 
show the facts, and that it was the 
duty of the city (the mortgagor.) when 
making the payment to Hunt—having 
made it without receiving the cancelled 
mortgage and notes—to inquire into 
the power and right of Mr. Hunt to 
make the discharge before paying over 
the money. I think -the case, if the 
above are the facts, as T understand 
they are, is well settled. It might 
have been very much worse if it had 
gone into litigation.’; 

WANTS A CHANGE OF VENTE. 

An application for a change of venue 
was filed Tuesday afternoon with Jus- 
tice Merriam by J. G. Rossiter, Esq., 
aitorney for the defendant in the case 
of the People vs. I. N. Mundall, on 
the charge of disturbing the peace. 

As grounds for the charge, the de- 
fendant states that after the com- 
plaining witness, J. D. Murphy, had 
counseled with Attorney B. W. Hahn, 
sai¢ Hahn, before beginning action 
discussed the facts alleged to be true 
ty Murphy with Justice Merriam; 
that Murphy was brought before said 
Justice and interrogated, and that the 
complaint upon which the defendant 
Was arrested was drawn up by Jus- 
tice Merriam. Afterward Mundell was 
rearrested on a second complaint drawn 
up by Justice Merriam. The latter 
tase Was tried first and the defendant 
alleges that this action was brought, 


not for the purpose of securing a 
peace bond, but to ascertain facts for 
use in the second trial. The defend- 


ant's attorney tells him that much of 

the testimony made public in the first 

case, Which was dismissed, will 

be admissable in the second, and he 

expresses -the belief that a fair and 

impartial trial before said justice wil! 
utterly impossible. 

Justice Merriam will decider whether 
or not the change of venue shall be 
granted at 9 o'clock this (Wédtesday) 
morning. If it is refused a jury trial 
will be demanded.

The Tax Levy for Santa Ana 
Fixed at $1. 


A Deadlock in the Board of Trustees Broken 
by the New Member Being Sworn 
in—Routine Proceed. 
ings—Notes. 


Another deadlock at the Board of Trus- 
tees’ meeting Monday night made the at- 
mosphere quite oppressive, and, notwith- 
standing the fact that all the doors and win- 
dows Were thrown wide open, great beads 
of honest perspiration stood out promi- 
nently on Chairman Edinger's brow as he 
continued to preside over that august body 
inavainetfortto get a majority of the 
members present to vote one way on the 
matter of establishing the city tax levy for 
the ensuing year. Messrs. Hunt and Han- 
key were determined in their stand that 
the levy should be raised 10 cents, and 
therefore put at$1.10 on the $100. The 
other two members were equally as deter- 
mined thatthe levy should not be more 
than it was last vear ($1 on the $100,) and 
so they were hot, but good-natured, and 
notable to proceed withthe business of 
the evening. Finally, as a last resort, 
Marshal Nichola was dispatched to the 
home of W. B, Hervey, the newly-elected 
trustee, with the injunction to bring the 
new member back with him at all harards. 
Mr. Hervey was awakened from his slum- 
Ler at a.very late-hour, and the situation of 
the trustees explained to him. He kindly 
consented to accompany the officer on his 
return. Upon arriving at the City Hall the 
new member was sworn in and he took his 
seatamid applause. A prolonged discus- 
sion followed, but upon a vote being taken 
Mr. Hervey cast the deciding vote in favor 
of the $1 levy, and the chairman, as he 
mopped his brow, declared that to be the 
rate for the ensuing year. The levy as de. 
cided upon is apportioned as follows: Gen. 
eral fund, 40 cents; water fund, 28% 
cents; street fund, 274, cents; library 
fund, 4 cents; total, $1. 

The following other business was trans. 
acted during the evening: 

Petition of H. T. Matthews for leave of 
absence for a period of ninety days, from 
the Ist of September, 1893, was read and 
the request granted. 

Petitions of C. W. Humphreys et al., ask- 
ing the board to appoint A. J. Wood 
trustee; also petition of F. P. Nickey et al., 
asking the board to appoint W. B. Hervey 
trustee to fillthe vacancy on said board 
made by the resignation of J. S. Pitman, 
were read, and, upon balloting, W. B. Her- 
vey was elected. The president of the 
board, therefore. declared W. B. Hervey to 
be duly appointed trustee from the First 
Ward. 

Petition of W. H. Spurgeon, asking the 
board to close Seventh street trom Syca- 
more streetto West street was read, and 
resolution of intention to close Seventh 
street from Sycamore street to West street, 
was read, and, on motion, passed. 

Report of the committce on F. A. Marks's 
petition for W. A. Hinds, im reference to 
certain drainage privileges, was read and 
ordered placed on file. 

The report of the City Attorney on the 
closing of the artesian wells in the city 
limits was read and ordered filed. 

The reports of the City Treasurer, County 
Tax Collector, Street Superintendent, City 
Recorder and City Clerk were read and 
accepted. 

The quarterly report of the City Clerk 
was then read and accepted. : 

Charles A. Hunt was appointed a com- 
mittee of one to revise the house-number- 
ing ordinance 

Sealed bids to do the city printing and 
advertising for the city of Santa Ana for 
one year from the first day of August, 1893, 
were received and read, from the Orange 
County Heraidand Daily Blade. The bid of 
the Orange County Herald to dothe city 
printing and the bid of the Blade to do the 
city advertising were accepted. The Her- 
ald is required to give a bond of $100 and. 
the Blade a bond of $200, each for the 
faithful performance of their work. 

Urdinance No, 172, tixing the amount of 
money necessary to be raised by taxation 
upon the taxable property of the city of 
Santa Ana, as a revenue for carrying on 
the various departments of said city for the 
current vear and to pay the bonded indebt- 
edness of said city falling due during said 
current year, was read for the first time, 
and the board proceeded to fix the amount 
to be raised.

First—That an association without in- 
corporation is inexpedient and imprac- 
ticable. 

Second—To incorporate a company em- 
bracing all growers in this district. 

hird—The directors are to consist of 
one member of each association in the 
district. to constitute the San Antonio 
Fruit Exchange. 

Fourth—The local .associations to or 
ganize and work under the same meth- 
ods as at Riverside. 

Fifth—The relation of the local organ- 
izations to the incorporation is to be the 
same as at Riverside. 

Judge Blades then explained that the 
reason that he favored a single incor- 
poration for the whole district was that 
every man would have a voice in elect- 
ing the board of . direcors, and they 
could be re-elected as often as the mem- 
bers saw proper. It would also cost less 
to incorporate the whole district into one 
company (without capital stock) than to 
incorporates each organization in the dis- 


trict. 

T. H. B. Chamblin of Riverside was 
then introduced and fully explained the 
methods at his locality. Each organi- 
zation in the district incorporated and 
conveyed its fruit to the Riverside Fruit 
Exchange. The presidents of the banks 
should be in the beard of directors to 
give financial and business standing to 
the incorporation. It had simply come to 
the point that the growers must either 
organize or give up the business. His 
address was warmly ee 

At the time of sending in this report 
the meeting was still in session, but 
strong hopes are entertained of bring- 
ing all growers into the incorporation,

Justice Comes Very High at the 
Present Time. 


Concluding Day of the Hamilton 
Assault Case. 


Orders Made by Judge Ross in the District 
Court — Papers Filed in New

Notes. 


The average citizen and taxpayer 
may not be aware of it, and few 
others may realize that the jury fees 
alone for Department One of the Su- 
perior Court. from January 1 to the 
present date, amount to the round sum 
of $9680.40, but there is no disputing 
the fact, for such are the figures as 
they appear in detail on the court rec- 
ord of expense. During that time 
Dist.-Atty. Dillon has prosecuted a to- 
tal of about fifty criminal cases in that 
department, securing twenty-nine con- 
victions, Of these, seven pleas of 
guilty as charged were entered and 
the defendants were sentenced there- 
for without the formality of a trial.

Assessments Arbitrarily Raised 
in Several Instances. 


Statement by the Representative of the 
Bradbury Estate—A Slight In- 
crease for the Water 
Company. 


The Board of Equalization fixed as- 
sessments in the cases of a number of 
property-owners yesterday.

Iie stated that there was a deposit in 
United States treasury notes to the 
credit of the Bradbury estate amounting 
to $62,731.56. '
